All of these in- 
stitutions which I have mentioned 
could all be run by the wisdom 
which is found in the book of 
Proverbs. 

There is one passage in 
wonderful book that I have re- 
ferred to, and I suppose many 
Christians have referred to many 
times. I have gone to it, I suppose, 
scores of times in the twenty-five 
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As I dictate this message, I can 
look from my hotel window upon 
the busy streets of an American 
city. Crowds of people throng the 
sidewalks. Streets and store win- 
dows are gaily decorated. Over- 
head, loudspeakers blare forth mu- 
sic about sleigh rides, reindeer, 
Santa Claus, and—occasionally— 
Christ. A sense of excitement fills 
the very air. 

It is Christmastime! 

But as the Christmas season 
rushes upon us, few people seem 
to give much thought to the Christ 
of Christmas. To many He is little 
more than a legend, the central 
figure in a beautiful old tale. A 
charming story, to be sure, but 
one that hardly ranks in impor- 
tance with Santa Claus. 

To others Jesus is simply a babe 
who was born long ago in Bethle 
hem as the nativity scenes in oul 


church yards suggest. Vaguely 
they wonder whatever became of 
Him, anyway. 

How excited this world would 
be if only people realized that the 
Christ of Christmas is far more 
than a character in a fairy tale, 
a jegend, or even a_  historica!

MAN SENT FROM GOD 


A biography of Dr. John R. Rice

Chapter 2 


SAVED FOR CERTAIN 


And this is the record, that God hath given to us eternal 
life, and this life is wm his Son. He that hath the Son hath 


life; 


and he that hath not the Son of God hath not life. 


These things have I written unto you that believe on the 


name of the Son of God; 


that ye may know that ye have 


eternal life, and that ye may believe on the name of the 


Son of God,’—I John 5 


Even one who has been born to 
preach, dedicated to God with holy 
resolves and earnest prayer by 
spiritual parents, must be con- 
verted! John 1:13 reminds us that 
this new birth, so absolutely neces- 
sary for eternal life, is “not of 
blood, nor of the will of the flesh, 


nor of the will of man, but of 
God.” John Rice had noble, earn- 
est, spiritual, godly parents, but 


that did not make him a Chris- 
tian. His father and mother had 
given him to God in humble dedi- 
cation, but neither did that make 
him a Christian. He, like Nico- 
demus and every other individual 
born of the flesh, must also be 
born of the Spirit if he hoped 
to see and enter into the kingdom 
of God. And enter the kingdom he 
did—at the tender age of nine— 
another living -illustration of the 
Saviour’s sweet invitation, “Suffer 
the little children to come unto 
me, and forbid them not: for of 
such is the kingdom of God” 
(Mark 10:14). 

The Holy Spirit began very 
early speaking to this lad’s heart 
“at sundry times and divers man- 
ners.” In one of his sermons he 
says: 


Though I was saved so young, 
I remember a long series of in- 
cidents through which God 
spoke to my heart and con- 
victed me of my sins. I remem- 
ber the Sunday School lesson 
when we learned about the 
baby Jesus’ being born in a 
stable because there was no 
room for Him in the inn. I was 
not more than four years old 
at the time, but I kept that 
little pictured Sunday School 
card and felt guilty in my heart 
that human beings like me had 
no room for Jesus! When I was 
not more than five I was deep- 
ly moved by a song my mother 
sang, “Turned Away From the 
Beautiful Gate.” I seemed to 
have known that it was by their 
own sinful rebellion and rejec- 
tion of Christ that men miss 
Heaven. I remember some un- 
rest of souk about it. About the 
same time my mother, after 
I had told her a lie, talked to 
me with tears of how God hated 
a lie, and what a sin it was. 
The occasion was burned on my 
memory, and I know that I 
felt I deserved the just con- 
demnation of God. Surely that 
was God speaking to me through 
His Holy Spirit! When my 
mother lay on her deathbed she 
talked so of the Saviour as she 
had us all promise to meet 
her in Heaven that I felt my- 
self under the spell of her dying 
smile and testimony until the 
time I trusted Christ as my 
Saviour. After mother’s death 
I remember the tears and the 
exhortations of my Sunday 
School teacher. I remember the 
godly pastor who told the story 
of the prodigal son, told how he 
himself had once been =a 
prodigal, how he ran away from 
home and came to want and 
trouble and how he was for- 
given on his return. How 
strange, but it seems that God 
must have been calling from 
the first day I knew anything 
about good and bad, from the 
first time I ever hada sense of 
moral responsibility to God. 


That deepening conviction came 
to a head one Sunday as the young 
lad sat in the morning service 
of the First Baptist Church at 
Gainesville, Texas, and listened to 
the faithful pastor, Rev. A. B. 
Ingram, preach a moving message 
entitled, “The Prodigal Son.” The 
realization was strong in his heart 
that he, too, was a prodigal son 
who had broken the laws of a 


holy God and had chosen his own |. 


way of sin in preference to God's 


"11-15. 


way of righteousness. At the same 
time he sensed there would be 
welcome for him, like the young 
man of the text, if he would only 
arise and go to the Father. With 
holy, determined resolve he sl*d 
off his seat and walked down 
the aisle to take the preacher’s 
hand in an open, public profession 
of faith in Jesus Christ as his 
personal Saviour. 

However, when he got to the 
front the minister was urging 
others, grown people, to come and 
he seated young John to one side. 
No one showed him any Scripture 
or gave him any solid foundation 
on which to rest assurance of_his 
salvation; so it was several years 
before he came into the definite, 


sweet, positive conviction that 
Christ was his and he was 
Christ’s. 


In his booklet for young Chris- 
tians, Seven Secrets of a Happy 
Prosperous Christian Life, Dr. 
Rice tells about the sad, troubled 
years from the time he was saved 
until that positive assurance came, 
He said: 


They did not take time to 
teach me any of the Word of 
God. Perhaps they thought I 
was too young. I went home 
so happy that day and asked 
my father if it would be all 
right for me to join the church 
and be baptized since I was 
now a Christian. He said, “Well, 
Son, when you are old enough 
to know you are a sinner and 
honestly repent of your sins and 
be regenerated, then it will be 
time enough to join the church.” 

I sat stricken and silent be- 
fore my father. I did not know 
what all those big words meant 
—repentance and regeneration 
and more. I simply knew my fa- 
ther did not think I was saved! 
Well, I thought my father was 
the wisest man in the world 
and a preacher, besides; and if 
he thought I was not saved, 
I supposed I was not. Sadly I 
gave up the idea of joining the 
church and hoped the _ time 
would soon come when I would 
be old enough to be saved so 
my father would know that I 
was saved. 

The next morning on the way 
to school I stopped under a 
willow tree down on Pecan 
Creek and prayed. I asked God 
to help me to be a good boy 
and asked Him to save other 
people, since my father thought 
I was too young to be saved. 

I wish I could tell you all the 
sadness and disappointment of 
the next three years. I often 
prayed. We moved out to a 
ranch in West Texas and then 
to a little cow town. The com- 
pany was not always the best. 
My mother had gone to Heaven, 
and I was a motherless boy. I 
did not get much instruction in 
the Word of God. I got no as- 
surance about salvation. Again 
and again I prayed for God to 
save me. Once I asked a godly 
preacher to pray for me and he 
asked me to pray for myself. So 
that night when I went home 
from the little church I went out 
into the horse’s stall, knelt down 
and asked God to save me. Then 
I prepared for bed and knelt by 
the bed as I usually did for a 
good-night prayer and asked 
God to forgive my sins and save 
me. I felt no change. I did not 
have any glorious experience. I 
did not see any light shining 
round about me. I did not hear 
the flutter of angels’ wings. No 
electricity came in at my head 
or went out at my fingers and 
toes! So I sadly went to bed 
without any assurance of salva- 
tion. Then I thought, “Well, I 
had better settle this thing for 


—— 


good some way or other”: go 
I got out of bed and prayed 
again. There on my knees I 
thought how strange it was that 
when I realized I was a sinner 
and that there was nothing I 
could do to earn salvation and 
when God had promised so 
plainly that He would save 
people and that Jesus had died 
to pay for our sins—how 
strange, I thought, that God 
would not save me! I decided 
I would leave the matter in the 
hands of God the best I knew 
how and go to bed. 


I offered myself for member- 
ship in the church. I could not 
feel any great conviction for 
sin, yet I did not know that 
I was saved. When, in that little 
West Texas church, they asked 
me to stand and give my “ex- 
perience,” give my _ testimony 
before being received into the 
church, I simply said that I 
had thought about the matter 
a great deal, that I did not 
want to be a Methodist, so I 
decided to be a Baptist! I was 
a trembling, inexperienced boy, 
twelve years old. I was fright- 
ened at speaking before the 
people. And they someway had 
more confidence in my salvation 
than my testimony would have 
warranted, and received me in 
the church as a candidate for 
baptism! 

When I was baptized I was 
strangely happy. Yet even then 
I could give no clear testimony 
as to when I was saved or how. 
Oh, I wished that I knew just 
how and when I was saved and 
could know for sure that it was 
settled for good! But when 
others gave the very date and 
place when they were saved 
and told how happy they had 
been, I could not give any such 
experience. 


Then one glad day I began 
reading the New Testament and 
came upon those wonderful 
promises in the Gospel of John, 
like clusters of ripe fruit on a 
beautiful tree! 


“As many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become 
the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name’— 
John 1:12, 


“He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting  life’—John 
3:36. 

“Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that heareth my word, and 
believeth on him that sent me, 
hath everlasting life, and shall 
not come imto condemnation; 
but is passed from death unto 
life’ —John 5:24. 


Oh, that last wonderful 
promise! I found that when I 
heard the Word of God and put 
my trust in the God who had 
sent His Son to save me, I 
then and there .received -ever- 
lasting lifes I had often tried 
to remember that incident or 
that experience when I was 
nine years old and came to 
claim the Saviour publicly. I 
could not remember how I felt. 
I wondered if I had been as 
deeply moved as one must be 
to be saved. I récalled that a 
twelve-year-old boy who came 
the same day had been weeping 
and I had shed not a tear! 
Many a time I had thought, ‘Tf 
I were really saved I would not 
do some of the things I do.” But 
now I saw, praise the Lord, 
that when I had put my trust 
in Jesus Christ, then and there 
I received everlasting life! My 
doubts and fears were gone; 
gone, thank God, forever! From 
that day to this I have never 
doubted for a moment that I 
am God’s child. I know one 
thing beyond any doubt: when 
I trusted Jesus, depended on 
Him to forgive me, He did! The 
Word of God-says so and that 
makes it so. On these promises 
I have hung the eternal wel- 
fare of my soul, and how sure, 
how unchanging is that blessed 
foundation for my faith!

So we ask that friends help us 
now to get these books in print. 
We need $12,000 for this printing. 
If they are kept off the market, 
and not provided for publication, 
I think that will be a tragedy for 
thousands who might use them. 


Our friends will remember that 
in 1959 we sold over $42,000 worth 
of my books to individual custo- 
mers by mail, and this year it will 
run more than $50,000. The books 


are life-changing and God has 
blessed them. We dare not let 
them go out of print. 


Then we need money for our 
Ministers and Missionary Sub- 
scription Gift Fund, We need mon- 
ey to pay for the radio broadcast, 
blessing so many. So I have most 
earnestly -prayed for a certain 
amount in this Christmas offering. 

The Lord has’ wonderfully 
helped me so that I could give the 
amount I felt I ought to give, and 
I have already done it. Now I am 
Saving up to see how much more 
I can give in the Christmas offer- 
ing. I ask those who have the 
same burden for the same work, 
as unselfishly as I have, to try to 
match me in sacrificial giving for 
the glory of Christ in this Christ- 
mas offering.

Somebody Made It! 


A great masterpiece of liter- 
ature, which shows in a most 
fascinating way how many things 
a man can contrive and put to- 
gether and how many useful 
articles he can manufacture, even 
though he had never been trained 
to do it, is Defoe’s tale of the 
shipwrecked Crusoe. He made his 
house, his clothes; he grew and 
prepared his own grain for food, 
and slew his own meat. He ar- 
rived at length at a state of af- 
fluence and luxury which every 
real boy has envied, and all that 
wealth was the work of one poor, 
untrained, shipwrecked man. But 
Robinson Crusoe created nothing. 
Without the raw material he 
would have died. 

Christian doctrine tells a man 
that with all his intelligence and 
cunning he could not have made 
the earth on which he lives—not 
to speak of creating himself. That 
there is an almighty though in- 
visible God who has made him and 
his world is a truth that at once 
commends itself to the conscience 
of man. There is that spirit in 
man, however much he may play 
with ideas, which says, the mo- 
ment his principle is presented to 
him; “That doctrine is true, that 
fact is as it ought to be, as it 
must be, ‘It is he that hath made 
us, and not we ourselves’” (Ps.

Judas —

What a picture of human de- 
pravity—Judas Iscariot—who be- 
trayed the Son of Man with a 
kiss! There is not much said in 
the Bible about Judas, It is not 
how much is said about a man 
that reveals his character. It is 
what is said about a man, or what 
the man says, that reveals his 
character. 


“What will you give me?” That 
is what Judas asked the chief 
priests when he went to see them 
to sell the Son of God. These 
words reveal the heart of Judas 
Iscariot. They are not many words, 
but no more wicked words were 
ever uttered. It does not take 
many poems to prove a man is a 
poet. One great poem is sufficient. 
It does not take many oaths to 
show a man’s heart is black. One 
foul oath is sufficient to prove the 
man’s heart is wicked and de- 
praved. 


Judas Iscariot who had been a 
trusted member of the firm, the 
one who handled the money—and 
no doubt had stolen many times 
sorne of the money that belonged 
to all of them—is now selling the 
Son of God to His enemies. What 
a tragedy of horrors! Judas had 
been with Jesus for three years. 
He had seen Him perform mira- 
cles. He had heard Him speak as 
never man spake. He witnessed 
what the others witnessed, yet he 
sold the Lord for thirty pieces of 
silver! Judas thought he wanted 
the money until he got it. The 
thirty pieces of silver mocked his 
agony, and he threw it down at the 
feet of the priests and went out 
and hung himself. After Judas Is- 
cariot sold the Son of God, he 
knew he was not fit to live. 

There are modernistic preachers 
and modernistic educators who 
have sold Jesus Christ to His ene- 
mies as truly as Judas ever sold 
Him, and they have not been de- 
cent enough to hang themselves. 
Some of these preachers continue 
to stand in pulpits that are sup- 
posed to be Christian, and some of 
these educators are still teaching 
in colleges and universities that 
were built with Christian money.

years I have been a Christian. 
Proverbs 3:5, 6: 

“Trust im the Lord with all thine 
heart; and lean not unto thine 
oun understanding. In all thy 
ways acknowledge him, and he 
shall direct thy paths.” 

We read in this book that “the 
fear of the Lord is the beginning 
of wisdom,” and “the beginning of 
knowledge.” Here is a book that 
tells man how to adjust the af- 
fairs of his life so as to please 
God. But now enough for the 
book in general. 

I want you to notice a great 
lesson that God wants to teach 
people today by four little animals. 
God said there are four little ani- 
mals; yet exceeding wise. These 
four little animals teach us four 
things: PREPARATION, FORTI- 
FICATION, CO-OPERATION, 
AND ASPIRATION. God _ uses 
four little defenseless animals to 
teach us four tremendous truths 
that are of utmost importance to 
every man and woman and child 
in this building. 


I, Preparation for Eternity 

First of all, God says, “The ants 
are a people not strong, yet they 
prepare their meat in the sum- 
mer.’ In this little book God says, 
“Go to the ant, thou sluggard.”’ 
God says the little ant has been 
given a divine‘ characteristic and 
a divine wisdom and a= divine 
knowledge. From that little ant 
we learn the lesson of prepara- 
tion. “The ants,’ God said, “are a 
people not strong, yet they prepare 
their meat in the summer.” The 
little ant knows that the storms 
of winter are coming. He Knows 
the lean, cold days are coming 
when there is no food to be found. 
That little ant, with hgavenly.wis- 
dom, makes preparation for that 
which he knows is inevitable. 

You know, the Bible speaks so 
much of preparation. I sat yester- 
day with my Bible and considered 
five words from the twelfth verse 
of the fourth chapter ofthe book 
of Amos and how important they 
are. Those five words you have 
seen along the highways. Those 
five words you have seen on signs, 
you have seen them on little 
plaques in* the homes of Chris- 
tians: “Prepare to meet thy God.” 

Oh, how important it is—this 
matter of preparation. There is a 
truth that if it could dawn on 
every human being in this church 
today, what a wonderful thing it 
would.be, and that truth is that 
everyone of us—small or great, 
young or old, saved or lost—every 
human being in this church today 
and every human soul in all this 
world is going to meet God. God 
in His Word says, “Prepare to meet 
thy God.” That little ant had the 
lesson of preparation. God says to 
every human being, “Prepare to 
meet thy God.” 

You know, people are getting 
prepared for everything else to- 
day. There is military prepared- 
ness. We hear that discussed by 
politicians and leaders and scien- 
tists. We read it in our newspapers 
literally by the columns. PRE- 
PAREDNESS—be ready for the 
inevitable war which is going to 
come in the end times. 

There is an educational pre- 
paredness. Emphasis is given upon 
being prepared for life by educa- 
tion. There is business prepared- 
ness. But God’s Book speaks of 
spiritual preparedness, for the 
Book of God says, “Prepare to 
meet thy God.’ Every human be- 
ing, every person in this choir, 
every child in this auditorium, ev- 
ery housewife, every businessman, 
every Christian, every lost soul, ev- 
ery man and every woman, with- 
out a single exception, is going to 
meet God. 

I'll give you two verses that 
will prove that to you: II Corinth- 
ians 5:10—“For we must all ap- 
pear before the judgment seat of 
Christ.” That means every Chris- 
tian in this house. There is not 
a more serious thought for a 
Christian. Listen—you must re- 
member today as a Christian that 
every single child of God is going 
‘to appear before the judgment 
seat of Christ to give an account 
of the deeds done in the body, 
whether they be good or bad. You 
see. this business of you thinking 
that because you are a Christian, 


you never have to give an account 
to God.is ®rroneous thinking. This 
Bible says, “Give account of thy 
stewardship.” I must give an ac- 
count some day to God for my 
ministry. Every Christian. in this 
room, every saved person, is going 
to. meet. God. 

. Are you prepared as a Chris- 
tian to have Him review your life 
and your works at the judgment 
seat of Christ? I believe with all 
my heart that either a lot of 
Christians have never heard of the 
judgment seat of Christ or there 
are a lot of Christians who do not 
believe that the Bible means what 
it says, because I am of the opin- 
ion today that most Christians live 
as if there were no judgment seat 
where a Christian’s life is exam- 
ined and his. works are put to the 
test. Most. Christians live as if 
they will never give an account. 
Most Christians live as if they 
would never be held responsible 
for their lives, 


I'll give you another verse: 
Romans 14:12—‘“So then every one 
of us shall give account of himself 
to God.” You go on through life 
if you will; you go on and turn a 
deaf ear to God if you must; you 
go on and refuse to conform your- 
self; you go on and say, “I will 
not listen.”’” But remember one 
thing today’ and never forget it: 
this Book of God teaches that you 
and I are some day going to stand 
right before a throne and be held 
accountable to God for our lives. 
No wonder this Bible says so much 
about preparedness, getting ready. 
“Prepare to meet thy God’—five 
tremendous words. 

A lot of folks are thinking about 


getting prepared to die. That 
might be tremendously important, 
but I know something more impor- 
tant than getting prepared to die, 
and that is getting ready to meet 
God. 


It is said that a young man in 
the war of the 1860's had left 
home and his mother had pressed 
into his hand a copy of the New 
Testament, placed a kiss upon his 
brow, and said, “My son, I am 
going to be praying for you that 
you shall not die unprepared.” 

It is said that the war became 
more fierce than ever, and one 
night the company in which this 
young man was a soldier was 
about to go into a battle, and the 
captain had told them, “Many of 
you, in fact most of us, will never 
come back.” 

Most of the men were older, 
they were strong veteran soldiers. 
This young boy was a stripling of 
a jad. They looked at him, and 
his face was as white as a sheet, 
and he shook like a leaf in the 
wind. 

Someone said, “Are you chicken- 
hearted? Are you afraid to die?” 

The young man in the stillness 
of that night as his company pre- 
pared to battle said, “No, I’m not 
afraid to die.’’ Then he cried out 
in the darkness, “O God, I am 
afraid of what is after death! I 
am afraid of that awful solemn 
hour when I must meet God!” 

Men and women, I say to you 
this morning that meeting death 
is not of the utmost importance, 
but meeting the God who made 
you and the God who gave His 
Son to die on a -bloody cross for 
you—meeting God in the awful 


fires of judgment is of serious and 
utmost importance. 

No wonder God said to look at 
those little ants. They are ex- 
ceeding wise because they prepare 
for the inevitable. And it is the 
height of stupidity for a man 
or woman to make no preparation 
for meeting God. 


Il. Fortification—Against 
Judgment 


Next, we will look at another 
little animal. God mentions the 
second one here. He says that “the 
conies are. but a feeble folk, yet 
make they their houses in the 
rocks.” Now, a let of Bible schol- 
ars, and I don’t claim te be one— 
I'm a Bible student, but not a 
scholar—a lot of Bible scholars 
have debated about what a conie 
is. You can read from one Bible 
scholar, and he can tell you he 
knows beyond any shadow of a 
doubt, and another will tell you 
just the opposite. So when I come 
to a little knotty problem like 
that in the study of the Bible, I 
just say God knows and leave it 
to the Lord. 

Most Bible scholars believe that 
a conie, however, was about the 
size of a domestic cat. He had 
longer hair and a shorter tail, He 
had some peculiar characteristics 

he chewed his cud like a cow, 
he had a foot that was uncloven, 
and God had said in the Old Testa- 
ment that he was unclean and that 
no Jew could ever eat him. He was 
an unclean animal, but God said 
there is something about that lit- 
tle animal that is exceeding wise. 
He has sense enough to know that 
he is defenseless, and he makes 


his home in the rocks. So he teach- 
es us the lesson of FORTIFICA- 
TION. He said, “I have sense 
enough to know’! cannot fight my 
battles, and I cannot defend my- 
self; so I will make my home in 
the rock yonder where there is 
safety.’ And all through the Bible, 
Christ, God the Father, and sal- 
vation are pictured as a rock. 

The old Psalmist used to talk 
about it. “The Lord is my rock 
and my fortress.” He said, “He 
brought me up out of a pit and 
set my feet upon a solid rock.” 
The Psalmist cried one _ time, 
“Lead me to the rock that is high- 
er tham I,” and the rock in the 
Bible is a picture of the home 
or salvation for the soul that is 
trusting God. The “rock” repre- 
sents spiritual fortification against 
evil, adversity and judgment. 

Jesus in the New Testament 
used a rock as an illustration. 
When talking to His disciples, He 
said, “Upon this rock I will build 
my church, and the gates of hell 
Shall not prevail against it.” I 
thank God today that the church 
of Jesus Christ, of which I am 
a living part, is built upon a solid 
rock, which is the deity of Jesus 
Christ. And there is not enough 
atomic power or any satanical 
power to ever shake that rock one 
little bit. 

There is an expression often 
used, “Solid as the Rock of Gibral- 
tar,” but we are told that some 
years ago great boatloads of 
ready-mixed concrete were taken 
to prepare great, broken crevices 
in the Rock of Gibraltar. I thank 
God I know a Rock today that

Jesus had been gone for ten days, 
the Holy Spirit came down in won- 
derful power, anc for the first 
time in all of his experience, old 
Simon Peter got straightened up, 
and he got a fence rail for a back- 
bone. He got the glory of God in 
his soul, and he got on the Rock. 


In later years Simon Peter 
spoke of Jesus as a “living stone.” 
Nothing shaky about that! Every- 
body is talking about how shaky 
things are—not for a Christian. 
Things may be shaky in business, 
shaky internationally, and they | 
are. This Book of God teaches that | 
beyond any shadow of a doubt 
there is to be a great world con- 
flict with Russia, and nations in- 
volved in a war that will be so 
cruel it will take seven months 
to bury the dead. | 

My friends, if there is any part 
of wisdom in your soul today, be 
fortified! God says that little conie 
is unclean; he chews his cud—a 
little animal with uncloven foot, 
worth nothing, can’t defend him- 
self, but he’s got something up 
there (his head). The little old 
conie said, “I’m going to get up 
there and find me a hole in. the | 
rock. When the storms come and | 
the big animals come, I’m going to, 
be all right.” 

I will never forget, when at} 
nineteen years of twenty-five | 
years ago, when I felt divine pres- 
sure in my soul, I could feel the 
storm clouds of judgment, I could 
see the seriousness of God's wt rath | 
poured out upon Jesus on Calvary. 
I could see myself condemned and 
unclean and unworthy. 

I cried, “Oh, lead me to a Rock | 
that is higher than I.” Thank) 
God, I found a refuge.

Every day of his life he just 
reached out and he aspired, and 
he longed, and he craved, and he 
wanted to be in the king’s palace.

I have two strong de- 
sires—one is to stay with you, but 
he said the other would be far 
better—‘“‘to depart and to be with 
Christ.” He stood as if on his 
tiptoes reaching toward Heaven. 

Oh, I would today that we 
Christians would think about 
Heaven and reach that way and 
look that way and work as if 
Heaven were going to be real soon 
for us. We read of Abraham “look- 
ing for a city which has founda- 
tions, whose builder and maker is 
God.” Qid Abraham was called out 
of the Ur of Chaldees, and that old 
city had the strongest foundation 
of any city you have ever read of. 
The foundations are right there to 
this very hour. They. have never 
been destroyed in all these thou- 
sands of years. When Abraham 
came out of that city, the Bible 
said every step he took, he looked 
for a city which had foundations, 
whose builder and maker is God. 
He just walked looking for Heav- 
en all the time. 

One of the members of our 
church died. Not long after this 
lady had died, my wife and I were 
in that home talking to the family. 
We learned how she died, and how 
wonderful it was. She was looking 
for Heaven. She lay there on the 
bed and the window was open, and 
she looked out the window, and 
death was coming and she knew 
it.

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The Birth of Christ

(Gen. 49:10). The Jews were com- 
jng under the dominion and taxa- 
tion of a foreign power. Strangers 
were beginning to rule over them. 
They had no longer a really inde- 
pendent government of their own. 
The “due time” had come for the 
promised Messiah to appear. Au- 
gustus taxes “the. world,” and at 
once Christ is born. 

It was a time peculiarly suitable 
for the introduction of Christ’s 
Gospel. The whole civilized earth 
was at length governed by one 
master (Dan. 2:40). There was 
nothing to prevent the preacher of 
a new faith going from city to city, 
and country to country. The 
princes and priests of the heathen 
world had been weighed in the 
balances and found wanting. Egypt 
and Assyria and Babylon and Per- 
sia and Greece and Rome had all 
successively proved that “the 
world by wisdom knew not God’”’ 
(I Cor. 1:21). Notwithstanding 
their mighty conquerors’ § and 
poets and historians and archi- 
tects and philosophers the king- 
doms of the world were full of 
dark idolatry. It was indeed “due 
time” for God to interpose from 
Heaven, and send down an al- 
mighty Saviour, It was “due time” 
for Christ to be born (Rom. 5:6). 

Let us ever rest our’ souls on 
the thought, that times are in 
God’s hand (Psalm 31:15). He 
knows the best season for send- 
ing help to His church, and new 
light to the world. Let us beware 
of giving way to over anxiety 
about the course of events around 
us, as if we knew better than the 
King of. kings what time relief 
should come. “Cease, Philip, to 
try to govern the world,” was a 
frequent saying of Luther to an 
anxious friend. It was a saying 
full of wisdom, 


Born In Bethlehem as 
Prophecied 

Let us notice, secondly, the 
place where Christ was born. It 
was not at Nazareth of Galilee, 
where His mother, the Virgin 
Mary, lived. The prophet Micah 
had foretold that the event was 
to take place at Bethlehem (Micah 
9:2). And so it came to pass. At 
Bethlehem Christ was born. 

The overruling providence of 
God appears in this simple fact. 
He orders all things in Heaven and 
earth. He turns the hearts of kings 
whithersoever He will. He over- 
ruled the time when Augustus de- 
creed the taxing. He directed the 
enforcement of the decree in such 
a way, that Mary must needs be 
at Bethlehem when “the days were 
accomplished that she should be 
delivered.” Little did the haughty 
Roman emperor and his officer 
Cyrenius, think that they were 
only instruments in the hand of 
the God of Israel, and were only 
carrying out the eternal purposes 
of the King of kings. Little did 
they think that they were helping 
to lay the foundation of a king- 
dom, before which the empires of 
this world would all go down one 
day, and Roman idolatry pass 
away. The words of Isaiah, upon 
a like occasion, should be _ re- 
membered, “He meaneth not so, 
neither doth his heart think so” 
(Isa. 10:7). 

The heart of a believer should 
take comfort in the recollection of 
God’s providential government of 
the world. A true Christian should 
never be greatly moved or dis- 
quieted by the conduct of the 
rulers of the earth. He should see 
with the eye of faith a hand over- 
ruling all that they do to the 
praise and glory of God. He should 
regard every king and potentate— 
an Augustus, a Cyrenius, a Darius, 
a Cyrus, a Sennacherib—as a crea- 
ture who, with all his power, can 
do nothing but what God allows, 
and nothing which is not carrying 
out God’s will. And when the rul- 
ers of this world “set themselves 
against the Lord,” he should take 
comfort in the words of Solomon, 
“There be higher than they” 
(Eccles. 5:8). 


Born In Poverty 

Let us notice, lastly, the man- 
ner im which Christ was born. He 
was not born under the roof of 
His mother’s house, but in a 
Strange place, and at an “inn.” 
When born, He was not laid in a 
carefully prepared cradle. He was 
laid “in a manger; because there 
was no room for them in the inn.” 

We see here the grace and con- 


descension of Christ. Had He come 
to save mankind with royal majes- 
ty, surrounded by His Father’s an- 
gels, it would have been an act of 
undeserved mercy. Had He chosen 
to dwell in a palace, with power 
and great authority, we should 
have had reason enough to won- 
der. But to become poor as the 
very poorest of mankind, and low- 
ly as the very lowliest—this is a 
love that passeth knowledge. It 
is unspeakable and unsearchable. 


Never let us forget that through 
this humiliation Jesus has pur- 
chased for us a title to glory. 
Through His life of suffering, as 
well as His death, He has obtained 
eternal redemption for us. All 
through His life He was poor for 
our sakes, from the hour of His 
birth to the hour of His death. 
And through His poverty we are 
made rich (II Cor. 8:9). 


Let us beware of despising the 
poor, because of their poverty. 
Their condition is one which the 
Son of God has sanctified and hon- 
oured, by taking it voluntarily on 
Himself. God is no respecter of 
persons. He looks at the hearts 
of men, and not at their incomes. 
Let us never be ashamed of the 
cross of poverty, if God thinks fit 
to lay it upon us. To be godless 
and covetous is disgraceful, but 
it is no disgrace to be poor. A 
mean dwelling place, and coarse 
food, and a hard bed, are not 
pleasing to flesh and blood. But 
they are the portion which the 
Lord Jesus Himself willingly ac- 
cepted from the day of His en- 
trance into the world. Wealth 
ruins far more souls than poverty. 
When the love of money begins 
to creep over us, let us think of 
the manger at Bethlehem, and of 


Him who was laid in it. Such 
thoughts may deliver us from 
much harm. 
Notes. Luke 2:1-7 
1.—|Caesar Augustus.| This is 


that Octavious who, after the de- 
feat of Antony and Cleopatra at 
Actium, took the government of 
the Roman Empire into his own 
hands, and was, properly speaking, 
the first Caesar, or Roman Em- 
peror. 

|Taxed.| The word so translat- 
ed, might be equally well rendered 
“enrolled.” It is so in the margin. 
In the only other place in the New 
Testament, where it is used, it is 
translated “written.” Heb. 12:23. 

3— [All went to be _ tazed.| 
Quesnel remarks, ‘“‘Augustus imag- 
ines that he is busied in advancing 
the glory of his name, and the 
lustre of his reign. And yet his 


orders, by means of others more) 


powerful and absolute than _ his, 
become subservient to the accom- 
plishment of prophecies, of which 
he is altogether ignorant—to the 
birth of a king whom he will never 
know—and to the establishment of 
a monarchy, which will subject 
his and all others to itself. This 
is what happens in all ages, and 
men take no notice of it.” 

7.—[No room in the Inn.| One 
fact should be carefully noted 
here, which is often entirely over- 
looked. In the providence of God 
the birth of Christ was attended 
with as much publicity as a birth 
could possibly be attended with. 
It took place at an inn, and an inn 
crowded with strangers from all 
parts. Imposture was thus rend- 
ered impossible. The event was 
patent to many witnesses, and 
could never be denied. The Son of 
God was really incarnate, and lit- 
erally and really born of a woman, 
like any of ourselves. Had the 
birth taken place quietly at Naza- 
reth, or in some private house at 
Rethlehem, in thirty years time 
the whole event would probably 
have been denied. 


Angels and Shepherds 


8 And there were in the 
eame country shepherds abid- 
ing in the field, keeping watch 
over their flock by night. 

9 And, lo, the angel of the 
Lord came upon them, and the 
glory of the Lord shone round 
about them: and they were 
sore afraid.

We read, in these verses, how 
the birth of the Lord Jesus was 
first announced to the children of 
men. The birth of a king’s son is 
generally made an occasion of pub- 
lic revelling and rejoicing. The an- 
nouncement of the birth of the 
Prince of Peace was made private- 
ly, at midnigbt, and without any- 
thing of worldly pomp and ostenta- 
tion, 


Christ’s Coming Announced 
To Poor Shepherds, Not 
the Rich or Great 

Let us mark who they were to 
whom the tidings first came that 
Christ was born. They were “‘shep- 
herds abiding in the field [near 
Bethlehem|, keeping watch over 
their flocks by night.” To shep- 
herds—not to priests and rulers— 
to shepherds—not to Scribes and 
Pharisees, an angel appeared, pro- 
claiming, “unto you is born this 
day in the city of David a Saviour, 
Which is Christ the Lord.” 

The saying of St. James should 


rcome into our mind, as we read 


these words: “Hath not God 
chosen the poor of this world rich 
in faith, and heirs of the kingdom, 
which he hath promised to them 
that love him?” (James 2:5). The 
want of money debars no one from 
spiritual privileges. The things of 
God’s kingdom are often hid from 
the great and noble, and revealed 
to the poor. The busy labour of 
the hands need not prevent a man 
being favoured with special com- 
munion with God. Moses was keep- 
ing sheep—Gideon was threshing 
wheat—Elisha was _ ploughing, 
when they were severally hon- 
oured by direct calls and revela- 
tions from God. Let us resist the 
suggestion of Satan, that religion 
is not for the working man. The 
weak of the world are often called 
before the mighty. The last are 
often first, and the first last. 


Tidings of Joy! 

Let us mark, secondly, the lan- 
guage used by the angel in an- 
nouncing Christ’s birth to the 
shepherds. He said, “I bring you 
good tidings of great joy, which 
shall be to all people.” 

We need not wonder at these 
words. The spiritual darkness 
which had covered the earth for 
four thousand years, was about to 
be rolled away. The way to par- 
don and peace with God was about 
to be thrown open to all man- 
kind. The head of Satan was about 
to be bruised. Liberty was about 
to be proclaimed to the captives, 
and recovering of sight to the 
blind. The mighty truth was 
about to be proclaimed that God 
could be just, and yet, for Christ’s 
sake, justify the ungodly. Salva- 
tion was no longer to be seen 
through types and figures, but 
openly, and face to face. The 
knowledge of God was no longer 
to be confined to the Jews, but 
to be offered to the whole Gen- 
tile world. The days of heathenism 
were numbered. If this was not 


“good tidings,” there never were 
tidings that deserved the name. 


The Praise of Angels 


Let us mark, thirdly, who they 
were that first praised God, when 
Christ was born, They were an- 
gels, and not men—angels who had 
never sinned, and needed no Sav- 
iour—angels who had not fallen, 
and required no redeemer, and no 
atoning blood. The first hymn to 
the honour of “God manifest in 
the flesh,” was sung by “a multi- 
tude of the heavenly host.” 

Let us note this fact. It is full 
of deep spiritual lessons. It shows 
us what good servants the angels 
are, All that their heavenly -Mas- 
ter does pleases and interests 
them. It shows us what clear 
knowledge they have. They know 
what misery sin has brought into 
creation. They know the blessed- 
ness of Heaven, and the privilege 
of an open door into it, Above all, 
it shows us the deep love and com- 
passion which the angels feel to- 
wards poor lost man. They re- 
joice in the glorious prospect of 
many souls being saved, and many 
brands plucked from the burning. 

Let us strive to be more like- 
minded with the angels. Our spirit- 
ual ignorance and deadness appear 
most painfully in our inability to 
enter into the joy which we see 
them here expressing. Surely if 
we hope to dwell with them for- 
ever in Heaven, we ought to share 
something of their feelings while 
we are here upon earth. Let us 
seek a more deep sense of the sin- 
fulness and misery of sin, and then 
we shall have a more deep sense 
of thankfulness for redemption. 


The Song: “Glory,” “Peace,” 
“Good Will” 

Let us mark, fourthly, the hymn 
of praise which the heavenly host 
sung in the hearing of the shep- 
herds. They said, “Glory to God 


in the highest, and on earth peace, 
good will toward men.” 

These famous words are vari- 
ously interpreted. Man is by na- 
ture so dull in spiritual things, 


that it seems as if he cannot un- 
derstand a sentence of heavenly 
language when he hears it. Yet a 
meaning may be drawn from the 
words which is free from any ob- 
jection, and is not only good sense, 
but excellent theology. 

“Glory to God in the highest!” 
the song begins. Now is come the 
highest degree of glory to God, 
by the appearing of His Son, Je- 
sus Christ, in the world. He by 
His life and death on the cross 
will glorify God’s attributes—jus- 
tice, holiness, mercy, and wisdom 

as they never were glorified be- 
fore. Creation glorified God, but 
not so much as redemption. 

“Peace on earth!” the song goes 
on. Now is come to earth the 
peace of God which passeth all 
understanding—the perfect peace 
between a holy God and sinful 
man, which Christ was to pur- 
chase with His own blood—the 
peace which is offered freely to 
all mankind—the peace which, 
once admitted into the heart, 
makes men live at peace one with 
another, and will one day over- 
spread the whole world. 

“Good will toward men the 
song concludes. Now is come the 
time when God’s kindness and 
good will towards guilty man is 
to be fully made known. His pow- 
er was seen in creation, His justice 
was seen in the flood. But His 
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mercy remained to be fully re- 
vealed by the appearing and atone- 
ment of Jesus Christ, 

Such was the purport of the an- 
gels’ song. Happy are they that 
can enter into its meaning, and 
with their hearts subscribe to its 
contents. The man who hopes to 
dwell in Heaven should have some 
experimental acquaintance with 
the language of its inhabitants. 


Prompt, Believing Obedience 
of the Shepherds 

Let us mark, ere we leave the 
passage, the prompt obedience to 
the heavenly vision displayed by 
the shepherds. We see in them no 
doubts, or quéstionings, or hesita- 
tion. Strange and improbable as 
the tidings might seem, they at 
once act upon them. They went 
to Bethlehem in haste, They found 
everything exactly as it had been 
told them. Their simple faith re- 
ceived a rich reward. They had 
the mighty privilege of being the 
first of all mankind, after Mary 
and Joseph, who saw with believ- 
ing eyes the new-born Messiah. 
They soon returned, “glorifying 
and praising God” for what they 
had seen, 

May our spirit be like their's! 
May we ever believe implicitly, 
act promptly, and wait for noth- 
ing, when the path of duty is 
clear! So doing, we shall have a 
reward like that of the shepherds. 
The journey that is begun in faith, 
will generally end in praise. 

Verse 16 says “They came with 
haste.” There is a touching com- 
ment on this conduct of the shep- 
herds in a letter of Bishop Hoop- 
er’s to certain “godly and faithful 
prisoners, which were taken to- 
gether at prayer in a house in 
Bow Churchyard.” He says, “Read 
the second chapter of St. Luke, 
and there ye shall see how the 
Shepherds that watched their 
sheep all night, as soon as they 
heard that Christ was born at 
Bethlehem, by and by must go to 
see him. They did not reason nor 
debate with themselves who should 
keep the wolf from the sheep in 
the meantime, but did as they 
were commanded, and committed 
their sheep to Him whose pleasure 
they obeyed. So let us do, now we 
be called; let us commit all other 


things unto Him that called us. 
He will take heed that all 
things shall be well. He _ will 
help the husband; He will 
comfort the wife. He will guide 
the servants; He will keep the 


house; He will preserve the goods; 
yea, rather than it should be un- 
done, He will wash the dishes, and 


rock the cradle. Cast, therefore, 
all your care upon God.”——Hoop- 
er’s Works. Parker Edit. Vol. ii. 
617.

come straight from God to talk 
to Mary. He had a message 
straight from God. In fact, the 
very word “angel’’ means “mes- 
senger.” He told her that these 
seven things would happen. But 
did they? 

No, sir! They did not! 

Just exactly one half of what 


the angel said would happen did 
happen. 

He said she would bring forth a 
Son and that happened. 

He said she would call Him Je- 
sus, and she did. 

He said Jesus would be great, 
and He was. 

But next the angel 
sus would be called “the Son of 
the Highest.” That is, He would 
be acknowledged as God. 

But was Jesus acknowledged as 
God? Well, by many He certainly 
was. I believe Simon Peter was 
speaking for all true _ disciples 
when he said, “Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God” 
(John 6:69). After His death the 
centurion said, “Truly this was the 
Son of God” (Matt. 27:54). After 
His resurrection Thomas called 
Him “My Lord and my God” (John 
20 :28). 

There were others, however, 
who vigorously denied that Jesus 
was God. As a matter of fact, this 
was the main charge the Jews had 
against Him. They said, “We have 
a law, and by our law he ought 
to die, because he made himself 
the Son of God” (John 19:7). They 
said Jesus was guilty of blasphemy 
because He claimed to be the Son 
of God, and they demanded that 
He be put to death. 


Actually, this world never has 
acknowledged Jesus Christ as God. 
We who are saved do, but the 
world as a whole does not now and 
never has. Even in so-called Chris- 
tian America there are multiplied 
thousands of atheists, infidels, ag- 
nostics, and modernists who deny 
the deity of Christ. 

The angel said Jesus would reign 
from David's throne, But He never 
did. Jesus never reigned one single 
day in His life from David's 
throne. The only crown He ever 
wore was a painful crown of 
thorns. The only scepter He ever 
wielded was a reed thrust into 
His hand in cruel mockery. 

“Oh,” but someone says, “Jesus 
never intended to actually reign 
over people like a king. He is just 
reigning in our hearts.”

Whose hearts? Do you mean to 
tell me that Jesus is reigning in 
the hearts of the people of this 
world today! ‘Today—when nations 
are arming to the teeth, when war 
is imminent, when vice and crime, 
lewdness and lust,-lawlessness and 
godlessness are on every hand! 

Or perhaps you say, “Jesus 
just reigning in the hearts of the 
Christian people,” 

What Christian people? We have 
‘steen teen dozen different denomi- 
1ations today because Christian 
people cannot agree on Bible doc- 
trine. Even those churches that 
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agree in the main on Bible doc- 
trine still cannot get along to- 
gether. That is why we have 
American Baptists, Southern Bap- 
tists, Regular Baptists, Conserva- 
tive Baptists, Fundamental Bap- 
tists, Bible Baptists, and no telling 
how many other kinds of Bap- 
tists! 

Why, good neighbor, Christians 
don’t even get along in Ilecal 
ehurches. That is why we have 
church splits, and the splits split, 
and the splits of the splits split! 
That is why we have fussing and 
backbiting, fifth columns, and open 
warfare in our churches! Surely 
you cannot believe that Jesus 
Christ is directing all of this! 

The sad truth

of the unsaved people of this 
world, and an even sadder truth 
is that we who are saved do not 
allow 


is that Jesus is 


Him to reign perfectly in 
our hearts, 
But the angel wasn’t talking 


about His reigning in hearts, any- 
way. He was talking about Jesus 
literally, actually reigning on Da- 
vid's throne as a king. The angel 
said that He would, and the plain 
fact is that He did not. 


The angel said that Jesus would 
reign over the house of “Jacob” 
forever. He would be the ruler of 
the Jews. But this never did hap- 
pen. The Jewish people rejected 
Jesus. John 1:11 plainly says, “He 
came unto his own, and his own 
recewed him not.’ The Jews did 
not then and do not now acknowl- 


edge Jesus Christ as their king. 
Finally, the angel said that 
when Jesus began to reign He 


would reign forever. But he never 
did begin. This is another state- 
ment or prophecy that quite plain- 
ly was not fulfilled. 

Of the seven statements the 
angel made, the seven prophecies, 
only one half of them were ful- 
filled. Mary did bring forth a Son, 
and His name was Jesus, and He 
was great. But only part of the 
people acknowledged that He was 
God. He never did reign from 
David’s throne, He never did reign 
over the Jews, and since His king- 
dom never did begin, it certainly 
cannot be said to be endless. 


True or False? 

Was the angel right or wrong? 
Either what he said was true or 
it was not true. 

Modernists say that the angel 
did not speak the truth. They say 
that God intended for Jesus to 
reign from David's throne and in- 
tended that He would reign over 
the Jewish people forever but that 
Jesus simply could not put it over! 

But the angel is right and the 
modernists are wrong. The simple 
truth is that every statement the 
angel made was absolutely true 
and Jesus Christ is going to do ev- 
erything the angel said that He 
vould do. This means, of course, 
that Jesus Christ is coming again. 


Scriptures That Clearly Teach The 
Second Coming of Christ 


There are many, many Scrip- 
tures that plainly tell us that Je- 
sus ‘Christ is going to come back 
to this earth again: 

“Ye men of Galilee, why stand 
ye gazing wp into heaven? this 
same Jesus, which is taken up 
from you imto heaven, shall so 
come in like manner as ye have 
seen him go into heaven.’—Acts 
1:11. 

“For ~our conversation is mM 
heaven; from whence also we. look 
for the Saviour, the Lord Jesus 
Christ.”—Phil. 3:20. 


“So Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many; and unto 
them that look for him shall he 
appear the second time without 
sin unto salvation.”’—Heb. 9:28. 


“Let not your heart be trou- 
bled: ye believe in God, believe 
also in me. In my Father's house 
are many mansions: if it were not 
so, I would have told you. I go 
to prepare a place for you. And if 
I go and prepare a place for you, 
I will come again, and receive you 
unto myself; that where I am, 
there ye may be also.’—John 
14 :1-3.

He came the first time as the 
Rock of our salvation. He will

Stone in Daniel that will grind

He came the first time as the 
meek and lowly One. The smoking 
flax He would not quench, the 
bruised reed He wouid not break. 
He will come the second time to 
tread the winepress of vengeance 
of the Lord God Almighty. 

He came the first time to be 
judged by wicked men. He will 
eome the second time to be the 
Judge of all the men who ever 
walked on the face of the earth. 

He came the first time to die 
for our sins. He will come again 
as the King of kings and the Lord 
of lords to reign with His saints 
forever. 


Between the Mountains 

Years ago a friend and I were 
riding on horseback in an Arizona 
desert. As we stopped to rest our 
horses I began studying a range of 
mountains in the distance. I no- 
ticed that some of g~he mountain 
peaks were a brownish gray in 
color while other peaks seemed 
to be more of a purple color. When 
I asked my friend Why the peaks 
were not all the same color he 
grinned and replied that actually 
I was looking at two different 
ranges of mountains. The moun- 
tains that appeared to be a brown- 
ish gray were itn o6ne range, and 
the purple péaks Wére in another 
range sixty or seventy miles furth- 
er away. But from where we sat 
on our horses, the mountains ap- 
peared to be together. I-could dis- 
tinctly see all the peaks fin the 
distance but did not dream there 
were sixty or seventy milés of 
desert between those mountains. 

That is the way it was with the 
prophecies concerning Christ. 
Isaiah clearly saw that Jesus 
would be born of a ‘virgin, would 
become a Man ‘Who ‘Was ‘also 
God, and that’ He would réign for- 
ever. From fsaiah 53 We réalize 
that the prophét also saw the 
death of Jesus Christ. But he 
probably did not dream that these 
prophecies would ‘Wét Be fulfilled 
at the same time. It ‘is doubtful 
if Isaiah knew that this span of 
years we call the “church age” 
would come between the time 
when Jesus would make His death 
with the wicked and the time He 
would come again to reign for- 
ever. 

But as we look back in the 
pages of Scripture we realize that 
God had this in mind all the time. 
It had always been in the mind 
of God that Jesus would come the 
first time to fulfill part of the 
prophecies and that He would 
come the second time to finish 
the work that God had ordained 
He should do. 

Yes, the Christ of Christmas is 
definitely coming again. 


II. How He Is Coming 


How will Jesus come when He 
appears the second time? Seeond 
Peter 3:10 says, “But the day of 
the Lord will come as a thief m 
the night ... .” First Thessalon- 
ians 5:2 also says, “. . . the day 
of the Lord so tomeéth as a thief 
in the night.” Jesus Himself said 
in Revelation 16:15, “Behold, I 
come as a thief... .” 

But the Bible also says that 
Jesus will come openly from Heav- 
en and “. . . all the tribes of the 
earth . . . shall see the Son of 
man coming in the clouds of heav- 
en with power dnd great glory” 
(Matt. 24:30). Matthew 26:64, 
Mark 14:62, and Luke 21:27 also 
tell us that the coming of Christ 
will be a great public occasion 
when He will be seen by the peo- 
ples of the earth. | 

Could Jesus come as a thief and 
still corne publicly?

Lincoln at Gettysburg 
Not long ago on the way from 
one revival to another I passed 
through the little town of Gettys- 
burg, Pennsylvania. My lovely wife 
was with me. We did as I have 
done again and again. We parked 
the car in the town circle and 
made our way to the upstairs 
room where Abraham Lincoln 
spent the night before he made his 

famous Gettysburg Address. 


While riding on the train from 
Washington to Gettysburg, Lincoln 
had worked on his speech. When 
he arrived in Gettysburg he was 
taken quietly to the home of a 
friend. He spent the evening and 
the night in this house. His fel- 
lowship was limited to a few per- 
sonal friends. After the evening 
meal he went to his bedroom and 
sat down at a small table to work 
on his speech. After awhile he was 
interrupted by a band playing in 
the street and the shouts of the 
townspeople asking him to make 
an appearance. He went to the 
window and looked down upon the 
crowd. He told the people he was 


weary and would not address them | 


until the following day. But, he 
added, he would appreciate it if the 
band would play one of his favorite 
songs. Of course the band would 
be glad to comply and played the 
song that Lincoln requested, It 
was—-I am so glad to say—"“Dixie.”’ 
Then Lincoln went back to his 
chair and table and completed 
his speech. 


The next day Abraham Lincoln 
“came to Gettysburg.” He rode in 
the great parade, was seen by 
thousands and thousands of people, 
and delivered one of the greatest 
speeches in the history of man 
the Gettysburg Address. 


Now, néighbor, when did Lincoln 
actually come to Gettysburg? 
Well, it all depends on what you 
méan. If you mean whén did he 
actually arrive the fiftst time, then 
it Was November 18, 1863. But if 
you mean when did Abraham 


Lincoln make his public appear-| 


ance to thousands of people, make 
his famous address, etc., then it 
was November 19, 1863. 


Second Coming in Two Phases 

So there are two phases to the 
second coming of the Lord Jesus. 
First He Will come as “a thief’ in 
the night.’’ After a period of time 
(sevén years, I think) He will 
appear publicly in all the power, 
glory, and’ majesty of the eternal 
King. Hére we are concernéd with 
the first phase of His coming. 


As a Thief 

A thief comes secretly, unéx- 
pectedly. He does not walk up to 
the door, fing the bell, and then 
say, “Good évening, Mr. and Mrs. 
Brown. I have come to steal the 
silverware!’ No, he waits until 
the Browns are gone, and then he 
secretly comes and takes the 
things that are of value to him. 


So when Jesus comes again, He 
will not announce His coming. He 
will come secretly. Matthew 24:36 
says, “But of that day and hour 
knoweth no man, no, not the an- 
gels of heaven, but my Father 
only.” 

There are other verses where 
Jesus said the same thing. 

Matthew 24:42 says, “Watch 
therefore: for ye know not what 
hour your Lord doth come.” 

Matthew 24:44 says, “Therefore 
be ye also ready: for in such an 
hour as ye think not the Son of 
man cometh.” 

Matthew 25:13 says, “Watch 
therefore, for ye know neither the 
day nor the hour wherein the Son 
of man cometh.” 

Luke 12:40 says, “Be ye there- 
fore ready also: for the Son of 
man cometh at an hour when ye 
think not,” 

So when Jesus comes as a thief, 
He will come secretly. The world 
will not know ‘He has: come umtil 
it misses that which Jesus takes 
away. What is Jesus coming for? 
He is coming for that which is 
precious to-Him. He-is.coming for 
His bride—for those He has re- 
déeméd with His blood. If you are 
saved, He fis coming for you. 


Ill. What Will Happen When 
Jesus Comes Again 
The first thing we will consider 
is thé rapturé of all the saved 
ones, of all the saints. Then we 
will consider the fact that all 
the unsaved will be left behind. 


The Rapture 

That word “rapture” is not a 
Bible word but it is the best word 
we know to describe the most 
wonderful experience any of us 
will ever have, It will be the time 
when all those who have died in 
Christ will be resurrected and, 
together with all living Christians, 
will be caught up to be with 
Christ. Just think—all Christians 
all over the entire world will sud- 
denly be taken from homes, 
churches, schools, automobiles, 
airplanes, trains, or wherever they 
may be!

When I was in my teens I stood 
one cold, rainy day and saw the 
body of my mother buried in an 
old graveyard near Decatur, Tex- 
as. A year later I saw the grave 
reopened and the body of my fa- 
ther placed to rest by the side of 
my mother. I have been lonesome 
for them ever since. A number of 
times I have gone back to that 
old graveyard to stand at their 
graves. But I find no comfort in 
it. They seem no closer to me 
there than they do when I am 
thousands of miles away. I know 
my mother and father are with 
Christ and their bodies have 
doubtless long since gone back to 
the dust of the earth. 

The saddest day of my whole 
the day Joe died. My 
other brothers and sisters are a 
great deal older than I, but Joe 
was only five years older. As boys 
we hunted and fished and worked 
together. As men we prayed and 
planned and preached together. I 
have no words to tell you how 
much I love him. 

How sad it is to part with loved 
ones. Again and again I am called 
upon to try to bring comfort to 
children who have lost their par- 


‘ents, to fathers and mothers who 


have lost their sons and daughters, 


_to young wives who have lost their 


husbands. How good it is to know 
that one day Jesus will come again 
and all Christians will be reunited, 
never to know death or separa- 


tion again. 


Brand-new bodies! We now live 
in mortal bodies. These bodies 
grow old and they wear out and 
become sick and infirm. 


God has given me a _ strong, 
healthy body. I have always been 
able to work long, hard hours. I 
hardly ever even have a head- 
ache. I almost never have a cold. 
But even so, I can dead sure tell 
that “the old gray mare, she ain't 
what she used to be!” A couple 
of months ago I developed an in- 
fection in my body that could 
have been extremely serious. I 
went to two different specialists 
and both of them told me the same 
thing—overwork. In my heart I 
know they were right—but I still 
resent it to beat sixty! I have 
long since passed the time when 
I can get any fun out of loafing. 
I have a missionary work among 
the deaf to further establish, a 
revivals to hold, 
books to write, and sermons to 
preach. There are so many won- 
derful, wonderful things to do. I 
feel like the little boy who was 


peeling off after getting sun- 
burned, “Good night,” he mut- 
tered, “only five years old and 


coming apart already!” 

My heart has often been stirred 
because my beautiful oldest daugh- 
ter, Betty, is deaf. She has never 
heard the nicker of the horses on 
the ranch, has never ‘heard the 
lowing of the cattle, has never 
heard a mocking bird sing on a

Zehr sing, has never 
heard her Uncle John preach, has 
never’ heard her mother play the 
organ. One day she came to her 
mother in tears and said, “Mother, 
when Jesus comes the angel will 
shout and the horn will blow, but 
—QO Mother, I am deaf and I won't 
hear him!” But her tears of grief 
were turned to tears of joy as 
her mother explained that whén 
Jesus comes she will no longer be 
deaf. 

That’s right. The deaf will hear, 
the blind will see, the lame will 
walk. Sickness will be a thing of 
the past, for we will have im- 
mortal bodies like the body of 
Christ. 


Ever with the Lord. What won- 
derful words for a lonely evange- 
list! I like people. By nature I am 
friendly and affectionate, I am just 
not the type to live alone. 

And yet it seems I have been 
lonely so much of my life. As a 
boy I was painfully shy and bash- 
ful, skinny and ugly—the fellow 
who was never invited to parties, 
the fellow who was the target of 
wisecracking teachers. Mother and 
Dad died when I was in my teens. 
The old home place was sold. I 
was stunned and scared. I didn’t 
know where I ought to go or what 
I ought to do. It was in the big 
depression and a teen-age boy 
could not always find work. There 
were times when I wore patched- 
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up clothes that were far too small 
for me, I sometimes went hungry, 
sometimes slept under bridges, in 
haystacks, and in barn lofts. I 
was desperately homesick but no 
longer had a home. 

Some way I found myself, 
stayed with my two sisters, fin- 
ished high school, a year in col- 
lege, and then entered the minis- 
try. I met Cathy and we were 
married. She fulfilled every dream 
I had of a wife and sweetheart. At 
last I had found someone I could 
love, admire, and cherish with all 
my heart. And she loved me. Sure- 
ly, I thought, I would never be 
lonely again. 

But after schooling God called 
me into revival work. During the 
past nineteen years I have been 
away from my home most of the 
time, conducting revival meetings 
from coast to coast and across the 
waters. I have never done much 
for Christ, but I have been willing 
to leave my lovely wife and my 
wonderful youngsters—I have 
been willing to be lonely for Je- 
SUS. 

So I spend my time away from 
my own loved ones in order that I 
may help others win their loved 
ones to Christ. I am alone even 
when I walk down a crowded 
street. Others can be with their 
loved ones at Christmas and Eas- 
ter and New Year’s and when 
there are birthdays and anniversa- 
ries, Often I cannot. I actually 
know what it is to take a handful 
of wieners early in the morning 
and go down a back alley looking 


for some old stray cat or stray 
dog I can feed. My heart goes 
out to stray animals because I, 
too, know what it is to be away 
from home and jonely. 

And I am sure that many who 
read this live lonely lives. There 
is no one in whom you can con- 
fide. There is no one to whom you 
can unburden your heart. There is 
no one who understands the kind 
of person you are, who sympathiz- 
es with your needs and burdens 
and desires. 

Lonely days will be gone and 
gone forever when Jesus comes.

What will happen to the un- 
saved when Jesus comes? They 
will be left behind with unsaved 
friends. Today many a man ridi- 
cules the Gospel and scoffs at the 
church. He declares that all the

money to Christ are fools. They 
become angry if anyone urges 
them to attend church or presses 
upon them their need of salvation.
